MIR. CHURCHILL WARNS | 
AGAINST OVER-OPTIMISM _ 


London, To-day. 


MAR. WINSTON CHURCHILL, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, made a statement on the war at sea in 

__ the House of Commons yesterday afternoon. 

The convoy system, Mr. Churchill ‘stated, was now 
in full operation: both for outward and inward 


ships.’ 
The convoy system ‘was 


U-boats, but there was sti 
steady losses could be expected.

ANTI-SUBMARINE CAMPAIGN 

Another reply to U-boat attacks

London, To-day. 


LITTLE BY WAY of revelation was made. by. the 
Prime Minister who made his fourth statement 
on the conduct of the war and the international 


situation yesterday.

He stated that there were three 
notes amounting to $110 owing. by 
Miss Souza. The letter was in pencil 
and he did not read-it all; The lat- 
ter part of the letter might have re- 
ferred to notice. 

On May 16, it came to his notice 
that she was working at the Majes- 
tic. He tried to get in.touch with 
her by phone but was unsuccessful, 
and, after several. attempts, he in- 
structed his solicitors to write a let- 
ter of demand. Later the writ was 
issued. No payment had been made 
yet. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Silva, wit- 
ness admitted that, at one time, he 
was very friendly with defendant. 
She had, in fact, done him a_con- 
siderable favour in respect of a_ girl 
named Lola Koo. He denied that 
Lola Koo had been his mistress, He 
admitted.that she had run away with 
some money that had been borrowed 
in advance. He did not report it to 
the Police. He denied that he sent 
Miss Souza to Macao with a message 
asking her to return. Miss Souza 
was going to Macao and he asked 
her to do- him the favour. 

Lola Koo returned and. was now 
engaged in selling tickets. To show

DEFECTS 


(Our Own Correspondent) 
(By Telegraph. Recelved, 
Sept. 27, 2.10 p.m.) 


Amsterdam, To-day. 
Travellers from Germanys 
declare that German Air 
officers are complaining bit- 


terly about their machines. 
Reports to this effect, which are cir- 


-culating in Berlin, state that all the 


airmen back from Poland have been 
‘complaining, that their machines are 
showing serlous defects. 

The Heinkel is the cause of parti- 
cular trouble. 

The Directors of the Heinkel’ fac~ 
tory declare that any defects are due 
not to'the machines but to the. fact
